LONDON, Oct. 12.—(UP)—Prime Minister Chamberlain 
to ld the Ho u se o f Co mmo ns to day that it is impo ssible fo r 
Great Britain to accept Ado lph Hitler’s peace pro po sal. 
Chamberlain addressed a cro wded Ho u se o f Co mmo ns, 
with So viet Ambassado r Ivan Maisky and many o ther dip­ 
lo mats in the gallery. 
Impo ssible Pro po sal 
The Hitler pro po sals are impo ssible as a basis fo r peace, 
Chamberlain said, u nless Great Britain were willing to “fo r­ 
feit her ho no r and abando n her claim that internatio nal dis­ 
pu tes sho u ld be settled by discu ssio n and no t by fo rce.” 
“We mu st take it that the pro po sals which the German 
chancello r pu t fo rward fo r establishment o f what he calls 
‘the certainty o f Eu ro pean secu rity’ are to be based o n 
reco gnitio n o f his co nq u ests and his right to do what he 
pleases with the co nq u ered” the prime minister said.

Receiving word that all gun 
clubs in the vicinity of Hunting­ 
ton Beach are busily pumping 
water into their duck ponds, the 
Orange County Water district 
directors late yesterday took up 
the challenge and ordered a re­ 
port filed with the district at­ 
torney. 


Season Opens Oct. 22 
, 
Firing of the first shot at web­ 
toed visitors to the ponds will also 
pull the trigger at the district 
attorney’s office, 
according to 
President Dian Gardner of the 
water district board. Gardener 
said he understood that the dis­ 
trict attorney planned to wait 
for the first duck shooting to 
begin, as clinching evidence of 
the purpose for which the water 
is being pumped. The duck hunt­ 
ing season opens October 22.

Such purpose is banned by the 
- 
county 
ordinance 
prohibiting 
' 
waste of water, constitutionality 
of which has been upheld in the 
state supreme court, which ruled 
that the storing of water in ponds 
for the purpose of attracting 
game or aquatic birds is a non- 
beneficial use of water. 
Rely On Ordinance 
Opponents of the gun clubs, 
led by the water district, rely 
upon this ordinance in resuming 
their drive to dry up the duck 
ponds. 
After inducing the county sup­ 
ervisors to restore the water- 
waste ordinance by repeal of the 
gun-club licensing ordinance — 
which ordinance had represented 
an unsatisfactory effort to com­ 
promise the quarrel with the 


gun 
clubs—the 
water 
district 
board hired Ralph Chaffee, oi 
Garden Grove, as investigator to 
keep an eye on the gun clubs. 
Chaffee reported at yesterday’s 
meeting that aH the clubs in 
the Huntingtort Beach area are 
pumping. The board thereupon 
instructed its legal committee, 
headed by Vernon Heil and in­ 
cluding Frank Champion and W. 
C. Mauerhan, to accompany the 
board’s attorney, A. W. Rutan, 
to the district attorney’s office 
with the evidence. 


New Spreading Plan 


The water board yesterday re­ 
ceived from Engineer Paul Bailey 
his new plan for water spreading 
operations along the Santa Ana 
river channel. The plan, which 
was taken under advisement, is 
designed to spread water without 
interference with stream flow 
that would create a flood menace. 
Water masters appointed by 
federal district court to watch 
water conditions in Santa Ana 
watershed over a period of years, 
in connection with compromise of 
a suit filed by the Irvine company 
to determine water rights, made 
a progress report yesterday, stat­ 
ing they were investigating evap 
oration and transpiration of water 
in the San Bernardino artesian 
basin.

The mo st impo r 
tan t thing is to co nfine the ro o ts 
and then the next thing to be do ne 
is to study to see th a t the so il is 
acid eno ugh and to add just the 
right am o unt o f water, fertilizer 
and acids in the fo rm o f milk, tea 
leaves and iro n in the so il. 
There are a number o f bo o ks 
which give exact directio ns fo r the 
pro cess which wo uld be rather fun 
to try. 
N ature is very go o d at 
dwarfing trees as will be seen in 
the small gro wths as the scrub 
o aks and scrub pines in places 
where co nditio ns bring the dwarf 
ing pro cess abo ut I remember in 
N o rthern 
Minneso ta there were

Last week we mentio ned the hy­ 
brid clematis and the ho pe that 
so me o f o ur Orange co unty gar­ 
deners might make a trial o f these 
beautiful plants. 
Ano ther plant we wo uld like to 
see tested here is the tree peo ny. 
A few plants o f this peo ny have 
been sho wn at recent spring flo w­ 
er sho ws. And a co uple year, ago 
I saw a beautiful blo o m gro wn in 
Riverside (if I remember co rrect­ 
ly). The plant fro m which it came 
had been bro ught in its infancy 
fro m Japan and had been flo urish­ 
ing fo r years in a Califo rnia gar­ 
den. 
But tree peo nies certainly 
are rare in So uthern Califo rnia 
and it wo uld be interesting to 
learn just what they wo uld do in 
o ur climate. 
The herbaceo us peo ny, the “piny” 
o f o ld gardens, gro ws new sho o ts 
fro m the cro wn yearly, the plant 
dying to the gro und in winter. It 
has been tho ught that we canno t 
gro w this plant successfully here 
that it needs co lder winter w eath­ 
er. A pity, if entirely true, as o f 
recent years marvelo usly beautiful 
peo nies have been develo ped. 
The so -called “tree peo nies” are 
a different plant, being shrubs o f 
wo o dy gro wth, branching near the 
gro und. They are native to no rth­ 
western China and have been lo ng 
cultivated in the Orient. They are 
mo re pro perly shrubs than trees, 
but as “tree peo nies” they have 
appeared in Chinese w ritten rec­ 
o rds since abo ut 536 A. D., 
when 
they were the exclusive pro perty 
o f the empero r. 
Tree peo nies were bro ught to 
England as lo ng ago as 1787. They 
are lo ng lived plants, so me still 


blo o ming abundantly in the United 
States are kno wn to be o ver fifty 
years o ld. 
Tree peo nies like lime in the 
so il, go o d drainage, and sunlight, 
tho ugh light afterno o n shade will 
pro tect the flo wers. They are used 
in perennial beds as backgro und 
plants, as fo undatio n planting, in 
beds o r bo rders by themselves o r 
co mbined with azaleas, spireas, 
iris, tulips and o ther spring-flo w­ 
ering bulbs, o r as specimen plants. 
They have attractively cut fo l­ 
iage, and large flo wers o f extrao r­ 
dinary beauty. The petals are 
crepe-like in texture, the single 
and semi-do uble blo o ms with beau­ 
tiful gulden stamens in their cen­ 
ters. They have a go o d co lo r range, 
and the co lo r quality is exceptio n­ 
ally lo vely; white, shades o f flesh, 
pink, salmo n, ro se and red, so me 
deep purple, even so me yello w. 
The yello w o nes are the mo st 
expensive, and no ne o f them is 
w hat o ne co uld call lo w-priced. A 
catalo gue befo re me lists 19 va­ 
rieties, the lo west at $5.00 fo r a 
go o d field-gro wn plant .running up 
to $35.00 fo r a yello w. (This yello w 
is $15.00 in a 5-inch po t). 
But a ventureso me 
gardener 
might risk o ne o f the $5.00 plants 
and in ano ther year, when I have 
a place fo r it, X think I shall try 
o ne. Perhaps yo u will have gro wn 
o ne first, and can give me so me 
po inters o n ho w to gro w the tree 
peo ny in Orange co unty.

hu ndred y ears ago the common 
day lily , Hemerocallis Eu ropa, was 
recorded in Eu rope. 
Brou ght to 
this cou ntry by the early settlers 
it escaped from garden precincts 
and natu ralized itself along the 
roadsides, where it flou rished so 
happily that it has been giv en the 
name of “roadside lily .” 
While hemerocallis Eu ropa gy p­ 
sied along the cou ntry roadsides, 
in the serenity of Colonial gar 
dens, behind white picket fences, 
along with the “lay locks” and pin- 
ies,” bloomed the lemon day lily 
(hemerocallis flav a), still desirable 
for its pale y ellow flower, its 
sweet scent, and its association of 
old time gardens. There are a few 
other species grown bu t these are 
greatly su rpassed by the many 
hy brids which hav e been produ ced. 
Along abou t 189 0 the first of these 
appeared and there has been an 
ev er-increasing list of hy brid hem­ 
erocallis. These hav e broadened 
the color range, giv ing many new 
shades of the y ellow, orange anti 
fu lv ou s which characterize the day 
lily species, and adding bu ffs, 
pinks, reds and bicolors. 
The season of blooming has also 
been ex tended. 
One may hav e 
day lilies in bloom for fou r months 
with an ev en longer season in 
prospect when new introdu ctions 
are av ailable. 
In size, too, there are changes. 
Not only has the modest flower of 
the old day lily been enlarged to 
the size of an enormou s amary llia,

STANDARD OIL OF CALIF. 
LEADERSHIP 
Nothing has happened recently to cause us to 
lose faith in the leadership of big business so 
much as the leadership of the Standard Oil of 
California. 
The leadership of the Standard 
Oil has evidently been placed in the hands of 
people without vision, without patriotism. They 
are willing to sell their liberty and the liberty of 
the American people for mess of pottage. Because 
they have been able to mak e only two per cent, 
they jump at the conclusion that the remedy for 
low earnings is turning productive management of 
the oil business over to the politicians, for the 
purpose of having them limit output and ex pansion 
in order to guarantee the oil companies a larger 
profit at the ex pense of the consumers. 
If the leadership of the Standard Oil Company 
were in the hands of competent people, as it un­ 
doubtedly was when it grew big, they would real­ 
ize the cause of their being able to earn only two 
per cent. Two per cent under present laws and 
regulations is a pretty large return compared with 
a lot of other businesses, lik e farms and a lot of 
merchants and railroads. Many businesses are 
losing money . 
If the management of the Standard Oil Com­ 
pany were in competent hands, they would real­ 
ize there must be small profits when millions of 
men are deprived of jobs. They would k now 
that when these millions are not producing things 
to trade for oil and gasoline, their profits of ne­ 
cessity will be very small. They would k now that 
production on a free mark et is the life of trade. 
Yet, the Standard Oil group, which is back ing 
the Atk inson bill to control the oil production in 
California, is now ask ing for more government 
interference, more politicians, more bottleneck s, 
in order to cure the very thing that is causing 
them trouble. But corporations and government 
bodies are lik e any other growing thing—they 
must grow old, become senile and die and have 
others spring up with more vision and more vigor 
and better able to serve their fellowman than 
these institutions that over-estimate their wisdom 
and their service to their fellowman and want the 
government to guarantee them a profit. 
It is certainly a bad thing for the State when 
management of big corporations gets into the hands 
of soft, inefficient, big-salaried men, who have 
little respect for the rights of others. It is little 
wonder that lots of people with little ex perience 
want to rush to the government to protect them 
in crises, when men at the head of a big corpora­ 
tion do that very same thing. But, as stated above, 
we must remember that corporations, when they 
get too big and old and inefficient, want to be pro­ 
tected from more virile and efficient servants of 
humanity . It is only natural for that k ind of 
people to run to the government for help. But 
this should not cause people who love the liberty 
established by the Constitution and by the Sermon 
on the Mount to lose faith in free enterprise.

People are paid 
for not doing this and fined, directly or indirect­ 
ly , against their right to sell. 
(9 ). Being successful in satisfy ing the wants 
of customers and pay ing labor more than they 
can get work ing for themselves or for others and 
having any thing of any conseq uence left over. 
This is the income tax , which is a tax on pro­ 
duction. 
(10). Giving wealth to those y ou love and be­ 
lieve will use it to benefit society . Fined by the 
gift tax . 
(11). Having wealth of any conseq uence at 
death. 
Fined by the inheritance tax . 
(12). It is a crime to put one’s savings in a cer­ 
tain valuable indestructible wealth that is more 
easily conserved and transported than any other 
k nown material ever y et discovered. 
In other 
words, it is illegal to have gold as a method of 
conserving the fruits of y our former labor. 
These are crimes established by law, while in 
reality they are not crimes at all. In most every 
case, they are a blessing to mank ind in general. 
These things we have designated as crimes are 
the very things that invariably have raised 
wages, created prosperity and happiness and a 
prosperous people.

sion and unemploy ment, when we mak e certain 
actions crimes when they are in reality blessings.

WAR AIMS 
(New York Times) 


In the House of Commons y esterday Cham­ 
berlain was ask ed by an Independent member 
“whether he is aware that there is a steady and 
growing demand in the country for a more specific 
statement of the government’s war aims.” He did 
not reply to the q uestion, and the cries of “No” 
which greeted it from various parts of the House 
challenged the accuracy of the opinion which the 
q uestioner ex pressed. 
Nevertheless, the proposal 
for a restatement of England’s war aims, in more 
specific terms than have been employ ed thus far, 
is a m atter to which the British Government can 
scarcely have failed to give consideration, particu­ 
larly in view of the active campaign for an imme­ 
diate peace which Germany is now mak ing, with 
the vociferous support of both Italy and Russia. 
It must be recognized at the outset that in the 
present ex traordinary situation there are special 
difficulties which handicap any effort to restate 
British and French war aims in precise and un­ 
eq uivocal language. 
The governments of both 
countries have repeatedly declared that they are 
fighting for the reconstruction of Poland as an in­ 
dependent nation and for the destruction of Hit­ 
lerism as a threat to the peace of Europe. But the 
achievement of the first of these objectives has ad­ 
mittedly been complicated by the sudden inter­ 
vention of Russia. 
How are the British and 
French Governments to deal with that interven­ 
tion, in so far as their objective in the eastern half 
of Poland is concerned? 
If they announce that 
they are still determined to reconstitute the whole 
of Poland, as it ex isted at the end of August, will 
not this declaration be eq uivalent to declaring war 
on Russia, at a time when they must naturally 
desire to face Germany as a single enemy and 
when they must still hope that Russia and Ger­ 
many frill q uarrel ? On the other hand, if they an­ 
nounce that their efforts to reconstitute an inde­ 
pendent Poland no longer include as a part of Pol­ 


and the eastern half of that country , will it not be 
charged that they have deserted their ally and will 
it not be said that they are willing to accept as an 
accomplished fact, in the case of Russian aggres­ 
sion, what they are unwilling to accept as an ac­ 
complished fact, in the case of German aggression? 
There are difficulties also in any precise defin­ 
ition of the second war aim—that is, the destruc­ 
tion of Hitlerism. It is easy enough to define Hit­ 
lerism in general terms and to trace its evil course 
through Europe in terms of human suffering, the 
destruction of good faith, and the debasement of 
moral values. It is more difficult to state, in ad­ 
vance of some shift of power within Germany it­ 
self, the precise nature and ex tent of the political 
changes which would be req uired as evidence that 
Hitlerism has been destroy ed. 
It is possible that difficulties of this k ind will 
lead the British and French Governments to be­ 
lieve that it is not practicable at this time to de­ 
fine their war aims in more specific language. But 
it seems certain that the proposal is one to which 
they must be giving thoughtful consideration. For 
if we assume that there is to be no major offensive 
on the Western Front in the immediate future— 
that is, if we assume that the British and French 
Governments will proceed as cautiously as Mr 
Chamberlain has indicated in the matter of ac­ 
cepting risk s which may not be worth the cost, and 
if we assume that Hitler, managing this time to 
hold his famous “patience” because it suits his 
present purpose to do so, orders no German attack 
in the nex t few week s—then we are now facing a 
period of undetermined length in which inactivity 
on the Western Front will be far overshadowed in 
public interest by the declarations of the rival 
statesmen. 
In this debate over the objectives of war and the 
conditions of peace, the British and French Gov 
ernments have the moral advantage of the im 
mensely superior cause. 
They will naturally de­ 
sire to state their aims as effectively as possible, in 
terms that will hold the sy mpathy of the neutral 
nations and attract support within Germany itself, 
from those elements of the German people who 
must already be ask ing themselves whether sub­ 
servience to Hitlerism is worth the price, if the 
price is a long war, and if a fair and acceptable 
alternative is available. 


Our Furious Noncombatants 
The other day a college presi­ 
dent opened the new school y ear 
with a cheerful address along the 
lines that it was our “moral duty ” 
to get into this European hell 
without delay , that we were "self­ 
ish” if we stay ed out. 
I did not 
notice that he urged all students 
of his college to enlist immediate­ 
ly ,thus dispensing with his serv­ 
ices as their president, but it was 
q uite evident that 
he 
thought 
other y oung men should do their 
duty in Europe. 
A litle later, I overheard anoth­ 
er gentleman sound forth to the 
effect that we should declare war 
instantly , burn Berlin as ruthless­ 
ly as the Goths sack ed Rome and 
put the “beasts” to the sword. In 
the conversation that followed it 
appeared that he 
had 
invested 
money in Germany in the gay 20’s, 
in swimming pools, stadiums and 
various other k nick k nack s with 
which the American people so gen­ 
erously provided the Reich with 
its Sy mbols of its power. 
It ap­ 
peared also that about half of this 
gentleman’s investment had gone 
sour and therefore I 
could not 
blame him for feeling that it was 
somebody 's duty to do something 
about it. 
I reflected, of course, 
that when he made his investment 
the "beasts” appeared to be good 
risk s and fine people; but now 
that Herr Hitler has proved him a 
suck er be believes that those who 
borrowed his money and failed to 
repay should be impaled on bay ­ 
onets. 
I felt safe in believing that both 
of these gentlemen were past 50, 
pudgy , short of breath, and not 
good cannon fodder. Both were as 
safe and secure as any people now­ 
aday s, one with his 
stock 
and 
bonds, and the other occupy ing a 
position of distinction in a seclud­ 
ed college campus with a pension 
awaiting him when he retires. 
Thei’e are a lot of these furious 
noncombatants. You find them 
every where—in big chairs in city 
clubs, at bridge tables, in pulpits, 
in lecture rooms, behind ribbon 
counters. They are loaded and go 
off constantly . 
And how certain 
they are of their opinions. They 
k now what y our duty is. 
They 
have no doubt about it. Your duty 
is to "save civilization”. 
If y ou 
flinch y ou are y ellow. These pests 
are lik e the 17 y ear locusts. Once 
a generation they have to satisfy 
their hunger to devour without 
risk 
to 
themselves. 
We had 
them during the Civil War. Ar- 
temus Ward k new them intimate 
ly and described them perfectly ,— 
"For this cause I would sacrifice 
all my wife’s relatives!” 
In the World War we saw them 
again. A French writer described 
them by having the 
y outh 
of 
France say to them, "You old men 
would fight to the last drop of our 
blood.” 
And here we have them again. 
Already they are pounding the ta 
ble with faces red, as they tell the 
mothers of America what their 
duty is, as they tell the y oung 
wives what their duty is, as they 
tell our 18 y ear old boy s .what 
their duty is. 
I confess I am q uite fed up with 
their advice. I have no objection 
at all to any one who sincerely 
think s we should put more boy s 
six 
feet beneath 
the poppies, 
pro v ided. The proviso is that he 
talk s about his duty as well as 
y o urs. I have one such in mind, 
in 19 14-15-16 that he would urge 
Mr. Roosevelt (Theodore). He said

WASHINGTON.—The House lib-, 
eral bloc had no success in per­ 
suading Roosevelt to back their 
anti-profiteering rider to the neu­ 
trality bill. 
But they did come 
away from the White House with 
one thing—an inside glimpse of a 
great fear that is haunting the 
President. It is the fear that his 
New Deal reforms will be nullified 
by war. 
Roosevelt listened q uietly to the 
arguments of the liberals that 
anti - profiteering legislation was 
needed immediately . 
But when 
they finished, he at once made it 
clear that he did not intend to 
permit any thing to interfere with 
the earliest possible repeal of the 
arms embargo. The nation was 
faced with an "ex treme emer­ 
gency ,” he declared, and would 
continue to be in danger until the 
neutrality bill was passed. 
"I agree with every thing y ou 
say about the evils of profiteering 
and the desirability of tak ing 
prompt action to curb them,” 
Roosevelt in effect told the Con­ 
gressmen. "But there are other 
matters far more urgent. 
I can 
tell y ou gentlemen that there is a 
desperate need to get the neutral­ 
ity bill through Congress at the 
earliest possible moment. 
"Until we have an airtight neu­ 
trality law on the book s, we will 
have our guard down and be open 
to all k inds of incidents involving 
our country in the European con­ 
flict. This is a dangerous position 
to be in, and I can’t stress too 
strongly the word dangerous.” 
The liberals were impressed by 
this statement, but they still clung 
to their demand. "I have no doubt 
that what y ou say is true, Mr. 
President,” persisted Representa­ 
tive John Coffee, Washington New 
Dealer, "but we have a bill all 
ready and . . . ” 
"John, there are a lot more an­ 
gles to this profiteering problem 
than y ou perhaps realize,” Roose­ 
velt brok e in. "We have been 
study ing it and it’s not so simple 
as y ou think . I suggest that y ou 
folk s get together with various 
authorities in the government who 
have been work ing on the matter 
before y ou decide definitely on a 
bill. 
"In other words,” he added with 
a smile, "get up y our home-work 
and then come back and see me 
in January .”

In this article, I shall give ad­ 
ditional provisions of the Retire­ 
ment Life Pay ments Act 
which 
give dictatorial powers to the ad- 
ministator. 
(7) In Sec. 31, para­ 
graph 4, we find these words “The 
administrator shall employ and fix 
the compensation of such other 
assistants, branch-office managers, 
clerk s, 
deputies . . . 
including 
stenographic reporters” as may be 
needed to discharge the duties of 
the office. 
How many employ es 
will be needed? 
No one has told 
us y et so far as I k now, but just 
as many as one man, without any 
check on him at all, think s he 
needs or as many as hfe is under 
obligations to help out in return 
for favors 
granted. 
There 
are 
some provisions of the act. that 
gives us some basis for guessing 
how many . 
It should be born in 
mind that the administrator either 
directly or indirectly appoints all 
the employ es for the administra­ 
tion of both the retirement war 
rants and the state bank and their 
branches.

25, that there shall be a branch 
bank for every bank of deposit 
now in California ex cept 
where

ten us into a hole lik e that will 
ever get us out of it?

money (I should say credit) and 
pay ing interest on it, to pay in­ 
terest on previous loans ex tend­ 
ing clear back to 18 70. 
How 
could "Ham and 
Eggs”

rupt a state which under the 
past and present set-up is al­ 
ready 
bank rupt and has 
been 
so for y ears?

Assuming that a majority 
of shareholders would be neces­ 
sary for a q uorum, it will be seen 
that, at the very least, there must 
be accommodations for a crowd 
of over five thousand persons at

which any lawful business could 
be conducted. Quite a gathering!

Nobody knows what frightens a 
child in the dark. Children who 
have been perfectly free from fear 
suddenly waken one night and 
show every evidence of fright. 
They tremble and cry and insist 
upon getting into bed with father 
and mother. One said he saw a 
bear looking in at his window; one 
said an Indian jumped on his bed; 
a little girl said she saw fiery ey es 
peeking out from under the bed 
Search, however thorough, dis­ 
closed no reason for the fear. The 
children were frightened to the 
point of hy steria, but they could 
not tell what frightened them, 
really . Their parents are eager 
to comfort them, rid them of the 
fear, but they can find nothing 
that seems to cure it. 
First ex amine the diet of the 
frightened child. 
Indigestion, in 
any form, is likely to lower the 
vitality of the child and bring on 
such fears in the night. The fam 
ily doctor will advise about this. 
Review the last hour before 
bedtime. Were there any ex citing 
tales? A radio terror program? A 
movie in the afternoon that was 
filled with shooting? Any conver­ 
sation about frightening things? 
The hour before bedtime should 
be pitched to the bedtime tone 
quiet, cheerful, gentle. 
S le e p 
comes on quiet feet, but it takes 
wings before a gale of noise. 
Ccm the list of play mates. 
Is 
there a bully among them“? Any ­ 
one doing frightening stunts with 
a pistol, airgun, knife or sword? 
Any one talking big and strutting 
wildly ? These associations seem 
harmless 
enough 
by day , 
but 
some^mes they return as night­ 


mares and frighten sensitive chil­ 
dren out of their wits. 
Check up the daily ex periences 
of the child. 
Is any body in the 
family threatening or punishing 
him? 
Any body who disciplines 
him by fear? Any visiting rela­ 
tive who dislikes him and makes 
his life miserable under cover? 
That has happened. Any body tell­ 
ing him that the policeman, or the 
ragman, or the old witch will get 
him? Such things happen, and the 
child does not tell. 
Sometimes it is impossible to 
find the cause of the fear. Do all 
possible to build up the child’s 
health. 
Encourage him to be 
happy . Praise him for any signs 
of self-control and courage. When 
he has these attacks of fear in the 
night, turn on the light and soothe 
him. 
Don’t take him out of his 
own bed if it is at ail possible to 
keep him there. Once he leaves 
his bed he will want to do that 
alway s, and that does not help 
check the fear h a b it that is 
forming. 
Put a night light on the child’s 
bed within handy reach. Teach 
him to turn on the light the mo­ 
ment he awakens. Encourage him 
to lie still, say over his pray ers; 
and when he feels better, turn out 
the light. Tell him that is what 
grown up people do when they 
awake in the night. 
By and by , 
if this is held before him as a 
desirable standard he will attain 
it. Self-help is the best possible 
cure for fear. 
Don’t hesitate to give a child, 
who is afraid of the dark, per­ 
mission to have a light as long as 
he thinks he needs it. Be casual 
about it. Take the attitude that 
there is nothing to worry about, 
light or no light, and say nothing 
about the fear if y ou can help it. 
Don’t try to talk courage into him 
because that can’t be done. 
Be 
quiet, assured, and give him a 
light. 
And don’t forget to have 
the family doctor check him up 


SLATED FOR RACES 


One of the many highlight acts
